WHAT THEY THINK. 


All kinds of opinions were expressed 
by the papers of the couotry on Conk- 
liog’s appointment, yesterday. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says 
it will remove the most formidable 
pretext for a division of the Republi- 
can party in New York, and pave the 
way to peace and harmony. | 

The Cleveland Herald says it was a 
surprise and mortification to those 
who believed in President Arthur's 

good sense, refused to think he 
would defer wishes of an arro- 
gant and Pedited clique, ‘The 
fulsome eulogies of Parson Newman, 
the atrocious insult of Emory Storrs, 
the significant silence concerning Gar- 
field, and the uprosrious enthusiasm 
which greeted every mention of Conk- 
ling, the carefully prepared slander 
on Garfield, which published that he 
was weak and insincere, aod charging 
him with falsehood and treachery to 
Conkliog, were all arranged preludes 
to the act of yesterday. Conklingism 
is rampant and Garfield republicanism 
is humiliated. 

The Baltimore American says: If 
President Arthur had bunched two 
important appointments, one which is 
very good and the other very bad, and 
had designed to point the difference 

between propriety and impropriety, he 
could not have imagined a sharper 
contrast than that which exists between 
the nomination of Conkling and that 
of Sargent. 

The New York Sun praises the ap- 
pointment of Conkling, but says of 
Sargent: If the interests of the Repub- 
lican party require that Sargent should 
have some considerable office, we 
have nothing to say against his enter- 
ing the diplomatic service. As Secre- 
tary of the Interior he could not fail 
to do an immense deal of mischief, 
while as Minister to Berlin Ee will be 
comparatively harmless. 

The Times says the President is en- 
titled to his opinion of the personal 
and political merits of Conkling, and 
it was too well known to require any 
such empbatic expression, but the 
highest judicial tribunal of the coun- 
try docs not belong to him to be used 
asa means of doing honor to any 
friend, in however high esteem that 
friend may be held. The people have 
been much concerned of late for the 
elevation of a bench that has been 
lowered iu recent years by beiog 
made a resting place for worn-out pol- 
iticians, or for bonored friends of the 
President. | . 

Tho notorious Truth says: If Ros- 
coe Conkling should accept, the bench 
would be honored by a Judge with 
ermine as pure as his decisions would 
be sound. Even ChiefJustice Mar- 
shall did not leave a record more bril- 
liant or more unsoiled than would J us- 
tice Conkling. 

The Herald is silent regarding Sar- 
gent, and rather non-committal touch- 


: The President's 
nominations, sent to the Senate yester- 
day, appear to have been dictated by 
adesire to put two conspicuous and 
convenient Republicans where they 
will do the least harm. 2 

The Boston Journal says if the 
President felt obliged to do something 
it is perhaps best that it should have 
taken this shape.

Shot by a Policeman—The Principals of 


the Shooting. 
San Francisco, ‘February 25. 
The Dolliver case, on a charge of 
indecent exposure, has been through- 
out characterized by much acrimony 
on the part of counsel and witnesses. 
Last Monday ex-District Attorney D. 
J. Murphy, on his openiog for the 


defense, alluded to Police Officer John 
Maroney, prosecuting witness, as an 
Australian convict and thief. Maro- 
ney evidently brouded over this attack. 
About 11:20 this morning Murphy 
was standing mear the dock in the 
court-room when Maroney entered. 
Pushing .aside the officer standing 
near Murphy, he drew his pistol and, 
without a word, fired. The ball 
struck Murphy in the right side of the 
neck, passing completely through. 
He fell to the floor, the blood spouting 
in jets over the bystanders, crying, 
“ Murdered for doing my duty.” The 
greatest excitement ensued, and more 
than one cry of Lynch him!“ arose. 
Maroney was instantly seized by Ser- 
gent Apgar aod taken below to the 
City Prison. On the way he attempted 
to shoot himself, but Apgar prevented 
him, and the ball ‘passed through the 
latter's vest. Maroney was then dis- 
armed and locked up. Murphy was 
taken to the prison hospital and medi- 
cal attendance summoned. His wound 
is believed to be fatal.

San Francisco, February 25. 

At the time of the shooting Murphy 
was addressing the jury, and referring 
to Maroney in the most offensive man- 
ner. The whole history of the case 
has been peculiar. Dolliver, who is 
a man of advanced age, and very 
wealthy, was accused of tampering 
with some dozen or more of little 
girls. Maroney, who was the arrest- 
ing officer, has had charge of procur- 
ing witnesses, and of generally for- 
warding the prosecution. 

The defense has been backed by 
abundant means, and every effort has 
been made to impeach the prosecution. 
Your reporter, after the shooting, 
interviewed Maroney in his cell. He 
was laboring under a degree of agi- 
tation bordering on insanity, and his 
remarks were fragmentary and almost 
incoherent. He exhibited little desire 
to speak at length, saying “ the public 
knows all about this case. It knows 
how I have been hounded by the prose- 
cution for doing my duty. — 
means bas been used to draw me off 
and to break down my witnesses. I 
have been offered $2,000 to draw out, 
and I have $200, now in the hands of 
the authorities, that were given to one 
of my witnesses to try to induce false 
swearing. I have been so worked up 
about this thing that I hardly know 
what I was about. I was drinking some 
last night and again this morning.” 

Being asked as to the immediate 
motive for the act, his utterances be- 
came incoherent and general in their 
nature. Chief of Police Crowley cor- 
roborated in many respects Maroney's 
statements. He said that the latter 
was as straight ang square a man as 
there was on theforce. That he had 
dene his duty in the case, aud that the 
manner in which be had been pursued 
for so doing was a perfect outrage. 
That stories regarding his having been 
a convict and thief, etc., were all per- 
fect nonsense— not a word of truth io 
them. He also mentioned the attempts 
that had been made to corrupt Maro- 
ney and witnesses. Without, of course, 
supporting in any way Maroney’s rash 
course, he nevertheless ‘seemed of the 
opinion than he had received extreme 
provocation. 

- Murphy was found io the receiving 
hospital lying on his back with ban- 
daged neck, evidently suffering much, 
but in full possession of his faculties.

Profit in Black Walnuts. 


farmers would give some attention to 
the cultivation of black walnut trees, 
they would be handsomely rewarded 
in time. The trees do well in other 
States where the climate is no better 
adapted to them than in the State of 
Nevada, An exchange says: 


The smartest Texap, and, in fact, 
the smartest farmer I ever met, is old 
Sam Graves, who lives on a 100-acre 
farm west of Waxahatchie, in central 
Texas. Afier Mr. Graves hed shown 
me his cattle and cotton, he took me 
over to see his woods. ‘ 
“Well, what of it,” I said, as he 
pointed to a 10-acre forest. 
“What of it? Why, them’s black 
walnuts, sir. Ten acres of em. Planted 
om myself, 10 years ago. See, they're 
nine inches through. Good trees, eh!“ 
Aad sure — there were 10 acres 
of hand-planted black-walnut trees. 
They stood about 12 feet apart; 200 
to the acre—in all 2,000 trees. 
„Woll, how did you get your money 
back,” I asked. 
“Black walnuts are worth $250 a 
busbel, ain't they. I will get 400 
bushel thie year. That's $1,000 A 
buodred dollars an acre is good rent 
for land worth $15 an acre, ain't it ? ” 
Well, what else,” I inquired, grow- 
ing i ed. 
“ The trees,” continued Mr. Graves, 
“are growing an inch a year. When 
oe aré 20 years old they will be 
19 inches through. A black walnut 
tree 19 inches through is worth $25. 
My 2,000 trees in 10 years from now 
will be worth $50,000. If I don't 
want to cut them all, I can cut half 
of them and then raise a bushel of 
walnuts to the tree—$2,500 a year for 
the crop. Two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars an acre is fair rent for $15 land,
